well hauepafled thorow it. And whereas tis Prince- 
l- Excellence did for the laſt time ſummon them ro 
yeeld chemlelues and warned the: Gougrnour, that 
it nz wouldnot in good time hearken ro a Compoli- 
tion, that he (ſhould rake heede to himlclte, and ro all 
them that were inthe Tone, left the y mightcome 
in danger of their liaes, becauſs his Excellence was 
reloloed to atiaulr and rake the Towne by force, and 
way of Acmes. Thefaid ſummons cauſed noc little 
alteration and troubles among thc Burgers and Wa- 
men, ſo that they ranne with great fury to the Com- 
manders Houſe : But becauſe the Gouernour would 
not hearken ynto their complaints, whereby the ſe. 
dirion of rhe people did continually increaſe, There- 
fore the Clergic with the Biſhop, were forced to 
come forth themſclues, both to appeaſe the people, 
& co mouc the Gouernor by their perſwafions, telling 
him, that there reſtcd no hope for them, of any helpe 
or relicfe from abroad, and that within the Towne 
there wasan infinitenumber of ficke and hure' per. 
ſons, and beſides alfo, that they were altogether vn- 
prouided of warlike Amunition, to make ſufficient 
reſiſtance again the. Forces of the Prince : ſo thar 
they thought it more neceflary toparley, and make a 
Compolition with the Prince, then te hazzard and

By this perſwafien andrequeſt the Gouernour was 
induced and content to demand of His Exccllence 
« ceſſation of Armes for three daies, thac in the mean 
while, there might bee made ſome good agre-ment 
and compoſition on both ſides, Therefore on the 1 1, 
ffilonono, and the 1. /ti/overers, of September, being 
Tue(day, there caime outofthe Towne ifhto the Prin.
